Medical So ciety, the prefe lu n no w fates a 
diiferent pro blem It .e* m.s as tho u gh the 
agicement in regard to the a.se o f aclo r-i 
as do cto rs netlecto d to say anything abo u t 
the u se o f do cto rs as a* to rs.

The sho ck carried thro u gh to a $6 billio n 
increase in the defense bu dget. A civilian 
space agency has been e.stablished and new 
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appreciatio n (still inadequ ate) o f basic re- 
search has been stirred. Also Co ngress has 
set in mo tio n the first general aid-to -edu ca- 
lio n pro gram to pro mo te the stu dy o f nat­ 
u ral science, mathematics, and fo reign lan­ 
gu ages. 
The United States has also answered the 
So viet earth satellites with o rbiting ro ckets 
o f its o wn. They have been mu ch smaller— 
indicating inferio rity m missile-lau nching 
po wer—bu t three o f them are still alo ft (as 
against o ne spu tnik no w su rviving). 
Bu t no o ne do u bts that explo ratio n o f 
space will no w be pu shed with fresh inter­ 
est and ho pe fro m many angles. And al­ 
ready fo resighted fo lk are thinking abo u t 
u ses o f space which can help mankind—if 
hatefu l and warlike thinking can be o ver­ 
co me. Plans have been o ffered to have the 
United Natio ns shape co ntro ls fo r peacefu l 
and co o perative develo pments in space. 
The dangers o f co nflict are hardly mo :*e 
o bvio u s than the advantages o f teamwo rk. 
Already talk is heard abo u t the “ invasio n 
o f natu ral airspace.” Do es the three-mile 
limit apply u pward as well as o u tward?
